It is noted that the closest prior art of record, Gadd ("PHONIX: The Algorithm" 
Program, October 1990) teaches the coding of phonetic information in a code, but does 
not teach the decreasing of coding precision from the beginning of the character 
sequence. Thus, independent claims 9, 1 1 and 13 are allowable over the prior art of 
record because the cited prior art alone or in combination, does not fairly suggest or 
disclose the claimed combination of features.
